Horn at Hartford, Conn., on Feb-' 
ruary 5, 1837, the recurring anniver- 
sary of his birth brings to memory 
the great value of his service as an 
educator. He was the youngest 
of the gifted pioneer, Thomas Hopkins, 
and Sophia Fowler Gallaudet. From 
these, as has been written, "He inheri- 
ted from his father a keen intellect, a 
rare gift of persuasion, and a philan- 
thropic spirit; and from his mother, a 
vigorous constitution, personal comeli- 
ness, practical sagacity, and a radiant 
vitality."
